We 


We changed Armistice Day to Remembrance Day and 
thereby converted that which began as a memorial to our 
love of peace into something perilously like a warning to 
our vigilance. 


That which began as a jubilee of war's cessation has 
remained to warn us grimly of war's eternal presence. 


It is a pity that the significance of that change was 
unperceived through so many wasted years, pitiful in their 
fruitless complacency. But those reproachful years are 
gone. No need to resurrect them. 


Remembrance Day, as we know it now, is plainly a 


challenge to our memories, 
Well, 


We had thought when the last shot of 1918 died out 
thinly in an astonishing and even frightening silence, that 
a war was over. We had thought that a period of blood- 
shed and violence had come to an end. 


then, let us remember. 


We had thought that the world was about to enter 
upon a new period of incredible happiness and that out of 
the tears of mankind's hour of repentance would arise a 
new heaven and a new earth. 


And so we disbanded our armies, saying that their job 
was done. 


Our memories go back to that illusion, on this Re- 
membrance Day, with something very like shame. For we 
forgot that the conflict between civilization and bar- 
barity is never ended and that whatever of good is estab- 
lished in this world is established with hardship and sweat 
and tears and blood. 


We have endeavored, each year at this time, to pay 
a little tribute to the gallant army that saved us in that 
fateful year from the onslaught of the Hun. 


We are the Dead. Short days ago we lived 
Felt dawn, saw sunset glow, 
Loved and were loved. And now 
In Flanders’ Fields, 


we le 


We have talked grandiloquently of the torch that 
had been tossed from their failing hands. We talked— 
but we did not understand. 


We failed to see that the war had never stopped, that 
the evil ambitions of evil men were still rampant in the 
world and that the army, which we had thought dis- 
banded, was still, perforce, marching on. 


The torch they had thrown to us was no mere sym- 
bolic beacon of valor, but the veritable light of the world 
that they, with their lives and limbs, had kept aflame. 


That torch grew very dim in the years that followed. 


We did not know, until the renewed and reinvigorated 
forces of evil burst upon humanity again in 1939, from 
what these men had saved us. We thought they had won 
a war. We know now that they had held back the powers 
of darkness. 


It took us twenty years to realize the magnitude of 
their service. 

We remember it today with humility and gratitude 
and love. 


There is a seemliness in parades and celebrations and 
@peeches, but little virtue. These things fall short of 
adequacy. 


There is only one answer to the resounding call of 


that army which saved the world in 1918, only one reply to | 


the appeal of those men who have lain these twenty years 
in Flanders’ fields. 


And that is to take up where they left off, to answer 
the challenge they answered with their lives, to take up 
that torch with all our. hands—that torch which is the 
light of men. 


Take up our quarrel with the foe. 
To you with failing hands we throw the Torch; 
Be yours to hold it high, 
To say that we demand an “all-out war” is just a little 
phrase. 


Every man a soldier—that’s the thing. Every man, 
in uniform or out of it, an active combatant against this 
monstrous shadow that is blotting out civilization. ' 


Nothing else matters. Nothing else is worth while, 
For of what value are profits and homes and comforts if 
the light of the world goes out? 


It is the only tribute we can pay to memory, It is our 
debt to the future. 


A nation fully, and completely and determinedly at 
war. A nation dedicated, without reservation or surcease, 
to the preservation of decency and humanity. A nation, 
an entire nation, re-cnlisted in that army which sleeps in 
France. 


The Armistice of 1918 was the fruit of an eleventh 
hour, It was the eleventh hour of our strength and the 
eleventh hour of our hope. 


We should remember that and take our resolution 


now. For this is another eleventh hour. 

If ye break faith with us who die, 

We shall vot slecp though poppies grow 
In Flanders’ Fields.

The Symbol Of Freedom 


When they go to the polls tomorrow 
Edmonton citizens will be exercising 
a privilege of which hundreds of mil- 
lions of people in Europe have been 
arbitrarily deprived 

The peoples of the occupied coun- 
tries are not allowed to vote the 
election of municipal councils or na- 
tional parliaments. In the Axis coun- 
tries themselves, while people are al- 
lowed to go through the motions of 
choosing representatives, they have not 
the freedom of choice which alone 
makes voting mean anything. The Nazi

and the Fascist parties say wno may 
stand for office and who may not. The 
voters may only say which of the 


official nominees they prefer—or which 
they fear or dislike least 

That is the system which would be 
imposed in Canada if the Dominion fell 
under Axis rule—if we were even al- 
lowed to vote at all. It is not therefore 
so far-fetched as it seems to relate the 
holding of a free municipal election in 
Edmonton with the issues of the war. 

If we should lose the war, we should 
lose also the electing power—for local 
councils as well as for provincial and 


national law-making bodies. Necessar- 
ily so. It is not merely in spite 
that political power has been taken 


away from the subject peoples and the 
Axis peoples. That had to be done if 
dictator-rule was to be established 

It is because they have lost the poli- 
tical power they once exercised through 
the ballot that the citizens of the sub- 
merged states have also lost their per- 
sonal rights and liberties, the secure 
possession o/ their property, the safe- 
guards of law for themselves. In France 
and Jugoslavia men are being shot in 
batches of fifty for crimes they are 
not accused of having committed. Such 
things could not be if the residenis of 
those countries still held the power to 
elect reprisentatives who should frame 
the laws under which they live. 

Any person in Canada who has the 
right to vote must be dull if he does 


mot set a higher value on that right 
today than he ever did before. The 
ballot is the symbol of freedom—in a 


world where freedom is in deadly peril

Evidence of obsolescence and ersatz in 
German aircraft radio equipment removed 
from a Messerschmitt 109 fighter plane was 
| disclosed by William P. Lear, designer and 
builder of aircraft radio for the United 
States air services and the Allies, following 
completion of exhaustive test of the radio 
apparatus found in the Nazi pursuit now 
being displayed in the United States by 
Bundles for Britain, Inc. . 

The report on the German radio equip- 
ment stresses four points 

The Germans have apparently “frozen” 
their military radio design since 1933, and 
Standardized their tubes and components 
for ease of mass pi vduction servicing 

Shortage of war materials are indicated 
by the use of ceramics insteads of plastics, 
fibre instead of rubber and special alloys 
instead of aluminum 

The extremely limited range of trans- 
mitter (about five miles) and the provision 
for higher power output, indicate that most 
German warplanes in a given squadron can 
talk only to one another, while the leader 
only can communicate with his base. 

German aircraft radio apparatus found 
in the Messerschmitt cannot pass U.S. gov- 
ernment test for even commercial radio 
equipment, and weighs more than compar- 
able American apparatus

From His Recent Trip to 
British Isles

OTTAWA . In the year of victory of 

1918, Richard Burpee Hanson was the 

mayor of Fredericton, New Brunswick, and 
he was re-elected the next year by acclama- | 

tion. Then he went into federal politics 

and won the constituency of York-Sud- 

bury, that cuts across the beautiful Saint 
River country in central New Bruns- | 
ck |

1940, he sat in the House of Commons 
from the 1921 election until now, when 
he is house leader of the Conservative 


party. Twenty momentous years and all of 
them are now the ashes of history. 

In May last year Mr. Hanson was 
chosen house leader of the Conservative 
party and he has been opposition leader in 
the Canadian Parliament during 18 critical J 
months in which the world of his political 
ideas and aspirations, and indeed in which 
the pattern of his entire life, has been 
shattered by global warfare 

Many people in Canada did not know 
that this was happening, and until recently 
it was obvious that Mr. Hanson did not. 

He spoke in the House of Commons on 
November 4, telling about his fip to Brit- 
tain in September. It is obvious that Mr. 
Hanson now knows what is going on in 
the world, and the realization has almost | 


shattered him. 
Futility 


Looking across at Prime Minister King, 
he frankly admitted that he could not see 
what else the government could do to | 
bring home to the people of Canada the 
real menace of the war. 

“I wish I could add,” he said, “some- 
thing to the sum total of the knowledge 
of the people about this.” Anyone who has | 
read Mr. King’s speeches will see that 
he has often felt the same way. 

For a moment, Mr. King and Mr. Han- 
son understood perfectly something that | 
Mr. King has known at least since the | 
days of Dunkirk and that Mr. Hanson has 
known since his September days in Brit- 
ain. It is a yecret that neither wishes to |! 


the nearest point in South America. From 
the Cape Verde Islands to northern Brazi! 
the distance is less than from Hawaii to 
any point in North America. 

If Hawaii is vital to the defense of the 
United States in the Pacific, on what 
ground can it be argued that we are not 
vitally concerned with the question of 
whether or not Iceland, Ireland, Britain, 
the Azores, Gibraltar, Dakar, the Cape 
Verde Islands and other Atlantic islands 
are in friendly or in hostile hands? If 
Japan would be dangerous at Hawaii, who 
will presume to say that Nazi Germany 
would not be dangerous if installed not in 
one island but in a semicircle of islands 
and strong points, all of them nearer than 


Hawaii. 
Strategic Points 

We have been told that even if Nazi 
Germany dominates these strategic points 
in the Atlantic, we can still defend the 
Western Hemisphere with our Navy and 
a good air force. It is impossible, we are 
told, for Germany to cross the Atlantic if 
we are properly prepared to resist her. 
Those who say this have overlooked the 
fact that South America is nearer to 
Europe and Africa than it is to North 
America. From Trinidad to the Argentine 
is about 4,000 miles. The distance is less 
from Dakar to the Argentina. In defend- 
ing South America it is we, not a victor- 
ious Hitler, who would have the longer 
line of highly vulnerable sea communica- 
tions. If, as Colone) Lindbergh is so fond 
of telling us, airplanes can defeat navies, 
then in a war in the South Atlantic for the 
defense of South America the strategic 
advantage would be greatly in Hitler's 
favor. 

Operating from the Portuguese and 
Spanish Islands and from French Africas 
he could raid our convoys to South Amer- 
ica far more readily than we could -raid 
his convoys. If in addition he established 
Quisling governments at strategic points 
in South America, it would be far more 
difficult for us to get to South America in 
order to defend it than it is, let us say,

remain a secret, but they share a sense of 
wistful futility in making understood the 
nature of the war. 

It is possible, of course, to refer back 
to previous speeches made by Mr. Hanson 
He found the Canadian record, as far as 
last February, to be “an all-time high in 
futility.” 

He then told the house that as far as 
he could see nearly everything had. gone 
wrong. But that tinge has faded from 
Mr. Hanson's thinking, lost in the grey 
cumulus four miles up over the Atlantic, 
or in the piles of disintegration he found 
in East London. 


Earlier Criticism 

The earlier kind of opposition criticism 
had disappeared from the manuscript of 
Mr. Hanson's new speech. He had found 
out how ciose the score had run in Britain 
in the summer of 1940. Like a man who 
had walked unaware, Mr. Hanson . has 
looked back to find that We had been 
walking on the blind edge where one step 
carried into the shrieking night. Seeing 
it now, it is almost too much to bear. 

To ask the British to start an invasion 
of Europe today is to ask an impossibility, 
he said. He appreciated as he never did 
before’ the necessity of reticence in dis- 
cussing production figures and other war 
matters. Canada would have to provide 
more fighting manpower, he was sure, and 
the government must decide how to raise 
it, 

This was the closest he came to th 
conscription issue, while correspondents of 
newspapers that have attacked him fierce- 
ly for not coming right out for conscrip- 
tion, furiously scribbled notes. 

The war and the hardship of flying the 
Atlantic by bomber have changed Mr. 
Hanson. These things have changed other 
men in ways the public has not realized. 
The trip is no child’s play for a man over 
60. But in a homespun phrase, that flash- 
ed into Mr. Hanson's discourse more as an 
aside than anything elese, he said that the 
war was going much worse before it gets 
better. 

It is a heavy task to bring back such a 
report and to make it to the people of 
Canada.

Naval War 


This is what the shooting in the Atlan. 
tic is about, and unless our naval come 
manders have gone stark staring mad 
when they tell us that the Atlantic out- 
posts are as vital to our defense as is the 
Pacific outpost at Hawaii, the naval war 
now being fought in the North Atlantic is 
of the utmost consequence to the defense 
of America, 

Now the men who are waging that 
war are taking the supreme risk because 
their responsible commanders are con- 
vinced that their mission is of supreme 
importance. If it is not, Congress should 
refuse ali naval appropriations and com. 
pel the President to order the Navy to re. 
turn te port. If the mission is important, 
then the time has come to support it by 
taking whatever measures are necessary 
to enable the Navy to do its job at. the 
least cost and in the shortest time. 

The Navy is better able to judge than 
are the general public or writers in news- 
papers’ or even Congress, whether it ig 
wise or unwise, praticable or impractic- 
necessary or unneressary, to send 
American ships to Ireland as well as to 
Iceland, on this course er on that. The 
question for the people to decide is whe- 
ther at the sacrifice of neutrality they 
wish to defend the outposts of the Amer- 
icas in the Atlantic. But the strategy and 
tacties of the defense are naval questions 
which should not be governed by an anti- 
quated neutrality act; they should be left 
to our naval commanders who are better 
able to operate our naval power and in 
what waters and to what ports, 

And we may be sure, since their pro- 
fessional reputations and indeed their 
lives are staked upon it, that they will run 
no risks which it would not be dangerous 
lo refuse than to accept.

“Her people are 
united in thought and work as 
never before,” he said, “and they 
are all working toward the peace 
they know is not far distant.” 
Although in the busy heart of 
London, Trafalgar Square, life 
seems to be as in normal times— 
that people still feed the pigeons 
and sit on the steps of the British 
Museum—and that the appearance 
of servicemen only seem to give the 
lie to the aspect of normality, the 
war has changed every aspect of 
life in England. In the home, the 
shop, the church, life is different, 


HOME LIFE IS CHANGED 

Speaking of home life, he men- 
tioned the absence of children in 
some of the big cities—their new 
life in the country, and their keen 
enjoyment of it. Many of the men 
have given up their chosen profes- 
sions to take on war jobs. Many of | 
the women are now actively engag- 
| ed as bus conductors, motormen and 
train conductors, and factory work- 
ers; many of the young girls, for- 
| merly typists and receptionists, are 
jnow “land girls” or farmerettes 
| Much of the leisure time is now 
taken up with voluntary fire- 
| watching, first-aid work, war agsist- 
jance work in canteen or bombed 
areas. In all these ways the English 
j home has changed, 

“Only our temperamerits are the 
same,” he said. “We can stil] take 
| it cheerfully.” 

Rationing and black outs have 
{brought their own vexations, but 
the English are now “acclimatized” 
| to them, he said. Rationing is made 
easier by the knowledge that 
everyone in England — from the | 
King and Queen down to the poor- 
jest, is rationed. Each person in the 
|land is allowed only two ounces of 
| butter per week, fourteen penny- 
worth of meat a week, and sixty- 
six clpthing coupons a year. There

supplements. Surprisingly enough, 
those who received the Vitamin B 
complex got along better than the 
ones who were given 126 milligrams 
of iron daily. And a study of 96 
girls proved optimum amounts of 
phosphorus, calcium and protein to 
be very effective in promoting the 
storage of iron. 

In every case jt was adduced that 
simple ‘anemia is more likely to re- 


sult from a generally poor diet— 
“one that is sub-optimal in many 
respects rather than from a diet 
that is low merely in iron.” Al- 
though the need is primarily for 


iron, these studies indicate that the 
way to buiki up the iron content of 
the blood is by following a high 
protective diet of good quality pro- 
tein, vitamins and minerals. and not 
just by increasing the iron intake 


A general conclusion to be | 
drawn from the experiments is 
that the hemogtobin test is an 
thdication of the entire nutrition- 
al status. The low iron content of 
the blood is apt to mean more than 
an iron dei“ciency. And it follows 
that the well-balanced optimum 
diet holds out more promise for 
the treatment of nutritional ane- 
mia than does iron medication. 
This is especially interesting to 
women, They need more iron 
than men. 

In general the diet for this con- 
dition should inelude: Liberal quan- 
tities of lean meat with meat or: | 
gans once a week, adequate 
amounts of eggs and milk daily to| 
Supply calcium, iron and protein; a 
daily abundance of the whole 
grains for the B vitamins; fresh | 
fruits and vegetables, particularly | 
those yellow in color, to supply 
vitamins and minerals such as cop- | 
per; citrus fruits for vitamin C. }
